Thanks for your interest in this study. As Jessica mentioned, SCAG is conducting a study about Last Mile Delivery 
challenges within the City of LA. The goal of the study is to understand Last Mile Delivery challenges and to 
develop solutions to better accommodate deliveries in different neighborhoods of the city.
